Unlike the formidable gathering of 
soldiers at Versailles and St. Germain, 
the street* about the foreign office, 
were comparatively empty aa if noth­ 
ing of any importance was transpir­

building. Y et. within the pages of the 
voluminous document handed to tho 
Bulgurs by Premier Glemenceau is 
sealed the fate of a whole nation and 
rn ny be the future of all the Balkans 
an well. 
While the military clause** are cal- 
cuiateed to reduce the Bulgurs to a 
harmless state, several minor change* 
were made at the last minute in tho 
reparation provision* to appease tho 
Greeks and Roumanians It is general­ 
ly admitted that the most important 
decisions involving rival claims for 
Balkan territory are left for a later 
date and perhaps may not he treated 
by the peace conference at all, but by 
the league of nations.

AN ATTEMPT TO RESTORE THE SALOON, 
Apparently unmindful of the overwhelming defeat sustained 
last fall, when state-wide prohibition was adopted, and the second 
blow to their hopes when the state legislature ratified the federal 
prohibition amendment, the liquor forces on November 4 will a t­ 
tempt to disinter the body of John Barleycorn. 
Tile Columbiana county election board Thursday was officiary 
notified by the secretary of state that four proposals, all sup­ 
ported by the liquor interests, will be submitted to the electors at 
the November election. 
Four distinct propositions, involved in 
two ballots on which a vote will be taken, have for their purpose 
the nullifying of the state and federal amendments to the constitu­ 
tion prohibiting Un- sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 
One ballot aims to repeal state-wide prohibition, restore the 
saloon license system and decree 2.75 per cent beer non-intoxicat­ 
ing; another calls for a referendum vote on the prohibition en­ 
forcement nill, known as the Crabbe act, enacted by the Ohio as­ 
sembly, and also for approval or rejection of the state legislature's 
ratification of the federal prohibition amendment. 
Every attempt of the liquor interests to revive the sale of 
Veer and whiskey in this state should be defeated. 
Even in tile 
brief period in which Ohio has experienced state-wide prohibition 
—the law became effective May 27—the beneficial results are ap­ 
parent. A glance at the police court register, where the list of of­ 


fe n d e r s has dwindled to an insignificant number, and the absence 
of the intoxicated prisons on the streets is convincing evidence 
of the good effects of the elimination of the saloon. 
And the 
number of happy homes that inevitably followed the decree which 
sent John Barleycorn into oblivion is an additional argument in 
favor of the repudiation of any attem pt to return to thb old 
order of tilings. 
Unless all signs fail, Ohio electors will not be confused by the 
liquor interests’ moves this fall. 


BUYING FOREIGN BONDS. 
An American financier who has been studying financial condi­ 
tions abroad advises his fellow countrymen to invest in foreign 
bonds. 
Foreign exchange is admittedly in a bad way. The money of 
the allied nations has been steadily declining in value, as compared 
with American money. This makes business transactions difficult, 
and interferes with the payment of foreign obligations. The chief 
cause of this trouble is the fact that Europe’s debt to the United 
States government and to individual Americans is already so 
great. 
The expert mention^ four conceivable ways of bringing in­ 
ternational money standards back to normal. 
The first is the 
shipment of gold from V'or ope to America. But that is impossible, 
because Europe has not enough gold. The second is the shipment 
of goods. That is a natural process, but a very slow one. 
The 
third is the extension of “dollar credits.” That is purely a bank­ 
ing proposition, which does not interest the ordinary American. 
Besides, Europe has already been given a vast amount of credit. 
The fourth method, the purchase of foreign securities, is held 
to be the l>cst way. This means mostly foreign war bonds. There 
is really much to be said for them, from the standpoint of profit. 
British 5 per cent bonds are selling at par, and French, Italian 
and Belgian bonds arc selling well above their Issue price, most 
of them giving a return of 6 to 6 per cent. 
“By buying foreign securities,” says this financier, “you are 
helping toward the improvement of the foreign exchanges which 
will mean a profit to you on your foreign investments and a profit 
on y*ur domestic investments because through helping the foreign 
exchange situation to readjust itself you will help the develop­ 
ment of your domestic industry and commerce.” 
Still, there is a big demand for investment money right here 
at home, with many profitable opportunities. 
It is a question 
whether both profit and patriotism do not demand domestic rather 
than foreign investment.

MOST PROTESTS 
AIMED AT TAXES 


H arry Bowman is attending school 


Costs American People $2,- 
000 a Day to Tell Repre­ 
sentatives Just What Con­ 
stituents Think of Things. 


W ASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
19 — Tho 
m ost unpopular things in tho United 
S tates are taxes, if tho protests which 
are reaching congress can tie depended 
upon as a fair indication. 
Study of the petitions to 
congress 
discloses th a t there have been more 
protests against taxes lodged than any 
other form of protest in the present 
congress 
W hether prohibition is responsible 
or not, It is not easy to determ ine, but 
it is very evident th at soda w ater and 
soft drinks are primo favorites with 
the Am erican people now. Most of tho 
lax protests are launched against tho 
taxes upon soda w ater and Ice cream . 
T hese protests even wont so far that 
the house agreed to repeal the taxes 
upon fruit juices, but the repeal cam e 
to a standstill in the senate. 
Next 
to 
the soda w ater protests 
com s tbs tirades against the “movies" 
being subjected to taxes. Those peti­ 
tions for the m ost part 
declare that 
* movies" are the “poor m an’s theater" 
and Lhgt it Is unjust to place 
a w ar 
tax upon them . 
P rotests against 
the 
taxes 
upon 
costly clothing have not come in any 
great num bers from the people, 
but 
have been lodged chiefly by those who 
are In the trade. 
N umerous agents are working 
lu 
ingress now attem pting to 
secure 
the repeal of som e of the war taxes, 
and there is a great deal or lobbying 
going on against the taxes, but It is 
not m eeting w ith much success. 
From all indications tho much de­ 
tested taxes are w ith us to stay until 
the war expenses bear less heavily 
upon the public treasuries. 
Congress 
has adopted a policy of repealing none 
of the taxes unless som e other m an­ 
ner of procuring revenue can be of­ 
fered, 
and 
thus 
far there 
haven’t 
been any valuable suggestions. 
Re­ 
vision of the w artim e taxes is not at 
all likely in the very near future be­ 
cause congress is 
attem pting to es­ 
cape another loan being floated by the 
treasury departm ent. 
W hile the tax protests are num er­ 
ous, they ara not the only protests 
Jhat reach congress. 
Tho Am erican 
people are pretty quick to speak their 
mind, and there is seldom a day that 
goes by but w hat the Am erican people 
cost them selves about $2,Q(K) for ex 
prssslon of opinion. P etitions of pro 
lost which are printed in the Record 
generally take up from three to four 
pages and the cost of inintiug 
the 
Record is high.

ing bouts, Corr! admits that in cal­ 
culating points in a contest ha makes 
five points tho maximum number to 
bo awarder! in a round. At the close 
of a round he puts down on a card 
the number of points that in his opin­ 
ion the contestants are entitled to. 
At the closo of the last round he 
mids the point* and gives his decision 
to the man with the greatest number. 
This system is followed by nearly 
all English referees, and is radically 
defective. A referee who cannot at the 
close of a lim ited bout name the win 
ner without the aid of a score card is 
incompetent. The only fair and reliable 
method is to put down the winner of 
each round, and give the decision to 
the man who has won a m ajority of 
the rounds. Any other system is un­ 
reliable and untrustworthy 
Corri Subm its Case. 
But Mr. Corri goes further and sub­ 
mits this supposititious case: 
"One man has been winning hand­ 
somely all along the line to the tw en­ 
tieth round, in a specified twenty 
round contest. In the last round let it 
be argued that the man who has figu r­ 
ed so splendidly is suddenly knocked 
down by a chance blow and counted 
out. The rules of the National Sport­ 
ing club would, in such a case as that, 
ju stify the referee in giving the fight 
to the man who had so conspicuously 
proved his superiority on points. 
It seems incredible that any one fa ­
